Superior Court, passed at the last'session of Congress, and the Trea- 
. ty with the Cherokee Indians, ratified on the 28th of May, by which 
they cede the lands now and lately in their possession within this 
` 'T'erfitory, and receive in exchange a large tract of country west of 
our late boundary, as well as a considerable portion of the county 
_ laid. off at your last session under the name; ef Loveley, rendered it 
indispensable that you should be summonéd to an extra session.— 
The western boundary of our Territory is, by the above mentioned 
Treaty, so altered as to leave the Choctaw and Cherokee settlements 
entirely out of our limits, It is probable that in a few months the 
white population now in Loveley county will, under the liberal provi- 
sion made for their indemnification, have removed. into the newly 
acquired district; and: it has therefore become necessary to organize 
the latter in the manner hitherto pursued by the constituted authori- 
ties.

Under 
those convictions, in defence of what we conceive our rights, as mem- 
berg of the General Assembly of this Territory, and with a solemn 
appeal to our constituents for the justice of our cause, in deliberating 
on the measures that have come before us, during the present ses- 
sion, we will proceed to take a brief view of our present form of 
government, with the powers and duties of each branch. First: the

liave the power to appoint all officers, both civil and military, except 
those provided for by said Organic Law. The duties, constructive 
and implied, are to see that the laws of the United States, and the 
statutes of this 'l'erritory, are faithfully executed ; as a constituent 
part of&the General Assembly, or in a legislative capacity, have the 
power td approve or reject the acts passed by the Legislative Coun- 
cil and House of Representatives, and the power to convene the 
General? Assembly, on extraordinary occasions. The duties, con- 
struetive and implied, are to recommend to the consideration of the 


cessary-for the well being and good government of the Territory.— 
Vit other power or duties may be implied, under our anamolous 


^ 'żąvEfnment, we know pot, nor are we willing to admit that there are 


m TO... Second, the Judiciary: their duties are, to administer the 
_ Jaws; and have certain powers delegated to them for that purpose, 
"&e. Third: the Legislature, or representatives of the people, have 


the power to enact laws for their good government, not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive. Their powers and privileges, constructive 
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and implied, are the controul of their own members and officers, 
the freedom of debate, and the exemption from arrest, in all civil 
cases, during their session, and going to, and returning from, the 
same. That those branches of our Government should be separate 
and distinct, all time and experience proves; and any interference, by 
one branch of the government, with the rights or duties of the other, 
is calculated to destroy that harmony which should exist between 
the three branches of government, and might be attended with con- 
sequences dangerous to the declared rights of the citizen. In support 
of these premises, without taking as precedent the Federal and State 
Governments of the United States, we need only refer to the British 
Monarchy, where, by the common law and custom of Parliament, 
the three branches of that, Government are not only separate and 
distinct, but guarded from interfering with each other, with a sedu- 
lous and jealous eye; so much so, that an attempt to influence one 
branch of the Legislature, in their deliberations, by making known 
the opinions of the other, is highly reprehensible, and is always met 
by a prompt reprimand. Many authorities might be quoted in snp- 
port of this. 

„And whereas, by the said message, a doubt seems to arise in the 
mind of the Executive, of the right and propriety of us taking under 
consideration any other subject than those for which we were conven- 
ed: The right we insist on ; and, as to the propriety, we must only 
appeal to our constituents (to whom alone we are accountable), 
whether the subjects on which we have deliberated during the present 
session, were necessary for the well being and government of our 


country. Therefore— : :

presentatives, That a dictatorial power assumed by the Governor 
of this Territory, over the representatives of the people, is inconsist- 
ent with the principles of Free Government. :

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled : ; 

The Memorial of the General Assembly of the Territory of Ar-- 
kansas, humbly represents to your honorable body, That, in no part 
of the world can.the system of Internal Improvements operate to 
more unqualified advantage than in certain portions of the ‘Territory 
of Arkansas. The extensive valley on, and adjacent to, the Missis- 
sippi, to the leained and inquiring mind, presents a theme of un- 
bounded speculation. "The traveller on that majestic river will curi- 
ously inquire, if future generations will arise and view with indif- .. 
ference its extensive bottoms, rendered totally useless by annual 
inundations ; or will a: subject of such singular importance elicit the 
mature reflection of the wise and the curious. As a matter of 
unlimited revenue to the United States, will not this subject de- 
serve the maturest reflection. - Admit the fact that the extensive 
bottoms of the Mississippi were not subject to inundation, and 
will any one for a moment deny that millions of purchase money 
would be paid into the treasury? The subject which we would pre- 
sent to this honorable body, is intimately connected with this grand 
project. and will afford the. government a fair apportunity of experi- 
menting. ‘Twenty miles above Memphis, on the western shore of the 
Mississippi, lies a body of high land, which reaches in a western di- 
rection to the St. Francis river, intersected at intervals of eight, ten, 
and twelve miles, by small bayous or sloughs. A levee at each end 
of these bayous or sloughs would entirely prevent the water from 
spreading over an immense country of rich and dry bottom, between 
those rivers. From.the least favorable calculation which can be 
made, near two millions of acres will be reclaimed by levees at those 
intervals. The Memphis and Little Rock road lies adjacent to this 
high land, and the least sanguine who speculate upon the subject, 
doubt not for a moment the practicability of reclaiming a great part 
of the Memphis road from an inundation of nearly three months in 
every year, which renders it totally useless, and entirely impassable. 
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This subject alone would be ofe of lasting-importance to the Union, 
and of almost*incaléulable advantage 'to the Territory. A safe and 
commodious inlet into the Territory at all seasons, of the year, would 
atonte.throw into market the vast unsettled tracts of country within 
its limits« * With a hope that an object of such great interest may be 
effected, we earnestly recommend that some suitable person or per- 
sons from within the limits of this Territory, acquainted with the situa- 
tion.of the country, be appointed to view and examine what would be 
the probable cost of inaking a Jevee which will prevent from inunda- 
tion the Memphis road ;-and what will be the probable amount of 
land reclaimed, fit for cultivation. ` 

The Legislature of the Territory feel more confident in the success 
of this application, when they reflect that so many millions have been 
distributed and appropriated throughout the Union for Internal Im- 
proveinents. "fo Arkansas the general government have indeed 
been extremely liberal, but-from Arkansas the general government 
may hereafter reasonably expect ‘more than millions for remunera- 
tion. Her mines, her ndyigable streams, her rich and fertile regions, 
and her mild and temperate climate, all bespeak her future impor- 
tance to the governinent, and proclaim the grand stand she must 
eventually take as,a member of the Union. ith the warmest anti- 
cipations of almost incalculable beneficial results, we present this 
memorial, fondly hoping that the general government will bestow 
that attention to the subject which its importance demands.

The General Assembly of the Territory of Arkansas, humbly beg 
leave to represent, to your honorable body, That, by a treaty conclud- 
ed and ratified in 1817, between the United States and the Cherokee 
nation of Indians, a section of country lying between the Arkansas 
and White rivers, was ceded to that nation, a part of which had been 
previously settled by a considerable number of citizens emigrating to 

a this country at an early period. * A short time subsequent to the treaty, 
they removed from their comfortable homes, in conformity with an 
order emanating from the War Department. The settlements were 
made by these hardy pioneers, with a conviction that this calamity 
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would never befal them. “Exposed as they necessarily were to the 


“hardships of a wilderness settlement, the orders for their removal 


operated peculiarly hard. Driven without the least warning again =, 
into the wilderness, the loss of their property was to them an evil, ` 
from the ruinous effects of which no perseverence, no industry, has 
ever retrieved them. They are now settled in one of the counties of 
this Territory ; and their long exposure, when added to their present 
wants, present a stronger claim for relief than has perhaps ever oc- 
ourred before. The very liberal donation to the Loveley Purchase 
Settlers, has created a firm belief throughout the country, that Con- 
gress will no longer turn a deaf ear to those unfortunate settfers, upon 
whorn the treaty making mania has resulted so irretrievably ruinous. 
Under an honest conviction, that those people desire a, donation, we, 
in their behalf, have presented this memorial. The just and liberal 
policy of the general government emboldens us in asking ; and from 
the manifest justness of this claim, we feel a perfect confidence that 
it will meet with your favorable consideration. .

To the Congress of the United States: 

The Memorial of the General Assembly of the Territory of Ar- 
kansas, respectfully represents, That, by the tieaty between the Unit- 
ed States and the Choctaw tribe of Indians, ratified the “8th day of 
January, 1821, a large portion of this Territory was ceded to the 
Choctaws, including a number of families in Crawford county, and 
almost the entire population of Millet. That. by the stipulations of 
said treaty, the inhabitants within the ceded Territory, have been 
compelled to abandon their homes and improvements, although their 
distinct understanding, at the time of their settlement, was, that it met 
the approbation of the government. They were the more confirmed 
in that opinion, by the surveys that were ordered previous to the trea- 
ty, and the actual advertisement of the President of a portion of the 
lands afterwards ceded. | " 

By an act passed at the last session of Congress, all the heads of. 
families resident west of a line from Fort Smith to the south-west 
corner of the State of Missouri, and north of the Arkansas river, who 
are constrained to remove by the recent'treaty with the Cherokee In- 
dians, are entitled to donations of three hundred and twenty acres of 
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-* jand. Let it^be raiembered, that the diiizens to whom donations 
have been given, had visided not more than twelve or eighteen 
mouths uposi'the lands from which thóy have been constrained to re- 
move; that their removal was mainly from the adjoining counties, 
and they had not time for,extensive ‘improvements, and that conse- 
quently their sacrifices bear no analogy to the immense and nijmer- 
ous losses sustained by the citizens of Miller, who were amongst the 
first emigrhnfs to the southern portion of the Territory ; who enconh- 
tered for years all the privations incident to a wilderness journey of 
hundreds of miles in the settlement of u new country: who were in 
truth the pioneers to the fertile and.now populous valleys of the Red 
river above the raft. Let it be also recollected, that they were per- 
mitted, in perfect and confident security, to remain upon the lands 
they bid selected in Miller and Crawford, for three or four years, and 
that their enterprise and industry had induced them to devote their 
entire labor £o the clearing of farms;and surrounding the hóme of 
their adoption with improvements incident to civilized society ; and 
that at the moment when they,were about to' realize the advantages 
they had anticipated, they were sold to the Choctaws, and constrained 
to abandon all. Such having been their safferings and sacrifices, we 
hazard nothing in saying, that their claims are as meritorious as 
those of any of our suffering felloW-citizens, who have resided upon 
lands ceded to Indians. 

The donations given to the citizens north of the Arkansas, are 
nothing like an equivalent for the losses they must sustain. We be- 
lieve that the munificence of Congress could not have been directed 
to a more meritorious object; and yet their claims upon your bounty 
do not equal those of Miller and Crawford, who have so long and so 
patiently suffered, and who were driven from their farms uifżer pie- 
cisely similar circumstances. 

Your mémorialists believe, that it was the intention of Congress, that 
the law should apply to those settlers south of the-Arkansas river, on 
the lands which, by the Cherokee treaty, ceased to be a part of Ar- 
kansas Territory ; but the constituted authorities having refused to 
extend to them its provisions, your memorialists are constrained to 
ask your honorable body to pass an explanatory act, extending to the 
settlers south of the Arkansas river, and who were residing there at 
the time the Choctaw treaty was concluded, the privilege of locating 
three hundred and twenty acres of Jand, on any of the public lands 
of the United States ia this Territory. Your inemorialists, trusting 
in the justice and liberality of the Congress of the United States, sub- 
mit the subject to your honorable body, with the confident belief that 
it will gecerve the consideration its importance demands. And your 
inemorialists will ever pray, &c. i

The Memorial of the General Assembly of the Territory of Árkan- 
sas, respecttully represents: "hat, by the late treaty with thé Chero- 
kee Indians, a considerable portion of country lying within this Ter- 
ritory, has been acquired by the United States, which, for advantages 
of navigation, soil, and climate, is not surpassed by any portion of the 
Territory ; but notwithstanding those advantages, the settlement of 
those lands must remain. retarded, until the same shall be surveyed 
and offered for sale, by the United States. The situation of Arkan- 
sas renders it peculiarly, desirable, that this tract of country should be 
brought into market. Its frontier position, surrounded on the north- 
west side by Indian tribes, liable to depredate upon our citizens, can 
best be prevented by dense neighboring population. The surveying 
and settling this tract of cottntry by the U. States, would be one of the 
surest mean» of our advancement'to a state government ; but if emit- 
ted, would retard that desirable object} We would farther represent, 
that a meat portion of the persons who resided on Loveley’s Pnr- 
chase will emigrate to this newly acquired country, and by causing it 
to be surveyed, they would be able to hold the lands on which they 
might settle, by the donations recently given them, and which they 
have acquired at so great a sacrifice. Your memorialists, therefore, 
ask of the President, to cause the lands above named to be surveyed 
and offered for sale, at as early a period aspracticable ; and they hope 
that he will give the subject that consideration which its importance 
demands. And vour memorialists will ever pray, Se.
